to Franklin street, then down latter 
on east side and you can't miss it. The 
proprietor will likely be found there 
ready to receive and welcome you. He 
will* obligingly show you over the 
place, explain his collection and if you 
chose to drop anything in a little box 
near the door it is all right. If you do 
not do so your attention will not be 
called to the box in any way. The 
place will be open for special exhibi- 
tions on every Wednesday and Satur- 
day during November. It is a sight 
well worth the seeing, no child should 
miss it. 


Inside the building will be found a 


remarkable collection of guinea pigs, 
rabbits, rats and mice. Do/ens of the 
guinea pigs will be found 
running 


around on the floor and every side of 
the building is lined with cages or 
apartments in every one of which will 
be found different varieties of these 
animals. You will be told that there 
are over two hundred guinea pigs in 
building. 


You may wouder whether these 


auitnals are kept for the amusement 
of the proprietor. 
Their use is not at 


tirst appreciated by the visitor. <^oing 
into the subject a great deal of infor- 
mation will be learned about this uni- 
que business. Every other Friday is 
snipping day and the proprietor has a 
standing order tor all the animals he 
can ship. He usually has from forty 
to fifty animals for each shipment, and 
his highest shipment at one time was 
ninety odd animals. The guinea pigs 
are usually ready to send to the city 
when six weeks old. 
The trade in 


these animals in the city comes from 
the hospitals, universities and labora- 
tories where they becoTae the subjects 
of all kinds of scientific experiments. 


The guinea pig is the specialty at the 


present time at the Hattlelield Hab- 
bitry. It is a most prolific breeder and 
very hardy. Butthereare guinea pigs 
and guinea pigs and one must see the 
collection to know the great variety of 
the species. There are .English guinea 
pigs with short, smooth hair, Abys- 
sinian guinea pigs with hair laying in 
rosettes and Angora guinea pigs with 
long silken fur. Each one of these 
varieties are subdivided into the solid 
creaui and black that bring the most 
money, the red, white and spotted, the 
latter in every variety beini; the cheap- 
est. The finest colored, or those with 
the best growth of hair are kept for 
the pet trade and the poorly colored go 
for scientific purposes. 


The apartments of the animals are 


very ingeniously arranged. Each cage 
has a can made on the principle that 
when it is filled once a week with grain 
it will keep the trough filled until can 
is empty. Each cage has a little rack 
in which grass is placed. 


The mice come iu a variety of colors, 


white, solid cream, chocolate and 
black. The rats are white, and white 
and black spotted. The rats and mice 
do not have some of the characteristics 
of the common variety. They never 
gnaw their wooden boxes. They are 
fed loaves of bread and it is a sight to

The older 
one is <juite a good sized animal and 
undoubtedly would make a toothsome 
roast. A family of eleven young ones 
was an interesting sight several weeks 
ago, but recent visitors carried away 
the larger part of this family. 


From a beam in the center of the 


building the proprietor when he is 
through showing you the place will 
unhook a long ladder that revolves on 
a:i axis and also a rope. On the rope 
he will place one of the little opossums 
who will crawl up and down, hang by 
its tail and go through all kinds of per- 
formances. On the revolving ladder 
are put several white mice. The latter 
seem to have lots of fun. swinging, 
eea-sawiug aud the like. When the 
ladder is revolved the mice are always 
ready to crawl through the ladder in 
siK-li a way as to keep their heads up.

to reach the North Pole, as he had 
confidently hoped to do with 
hia 


specially constructed vessel, the Roose- 
velt, but he penetrated nearer to the 
pole than the Duke of the Abrupt,a 
expedition' which had held the Arctic 
record 80 degrees :$4 minutes. What 
Commander Peary did aud his ex- 
perience during the past year iu the 
frozen north are rather briefly, but 
certainly vividly summarized iu a 
communication received by Herbert 
I. Bridgemau, secretary of Ihe Peary 
Arctic Club. This 
communication 


follows: 
Hoi'KUAM-: LAKKADOK, via Twillmg- 
ate, 


Newfoundland, Nov. 2. 


Herbert L. Uridaemau: Roosevelt 


wintered North Coast Grant Land, 
somewhat north Alert winter quarters. 
, Went north with sledges February,via 
Heckla aud Columbia. Delayed by 
open water between 84 and 85 degrees 
Beyond 85 degrees, six days. Gale 
disrupted ice, destroyed caches, cut 
ofl' communication with supporting 
parties, and drifted due east. Beach 
37 degrees, 6 iniuuts north latitude 
over ice, drifting steadily eastward. 
Returning ate eight dog*. Drifted 
eastward, delayed by open 
water; 


reached uorth coast Greenland in strait- 
ened conditions. Killed musk oxen 
aud returned along Greenland coast to 
ship. Two supporting parties driven 
on north coast Greenland. One re- 
scued by me iu starving condition. 
After one week recuperation on Roose- 
velt, sledged west, completing uorth 
coast Grant Land, aud reached other 
land, near one hundredth meridian. 
Homeward voyage incesseut battle 
with ice, storms and head winds. 
Roosevelt magnificent ice fighter aud 
sea boat. No deaths or illness in ex- 
pedition.

Probably Coming Home. 


Mr. Bridgernan said the receipt of 


any news from the explorer now was 
quite a surprise to him, because he 
had supposed it had become to late iu j 
the season tor Commander Peary to 
send uews of his venture. Mr. Bridge- 
man added that the message spoke, 
aud that since he did not know more 
of the results of Commander Peary's 
effort to reach the pole than the pub- 
lic did he could hardly comment up- 
on the dispatch. 


There was little doubt however, that 


Commander Peary was coming home. 
This seems to be born out by the 
routing of the dispatch. Hopedale, 
orHuflendal, is a Moravian mission 
station on the east coast of Labrador. 
Twillingate is a port on the east coasst 
of Newfoundland. Mr. Bridgemau

But with bear, marten und Usher it is 


different. The bear must drag a heavy 
clog nbrmt until it catches In some ro3t 
or bush. There he must wait until the 
trapper comes to kill him, and this in 
some cases is not for days. The bones 
of the log are almost invariably broken 
by the trap, and the leg swells 'o in- 
credible size. One trapper in o:>e day 
shot nineteen large blue grouse merely 
to try n new rifle. The birds wore nest- 
ing- He had no use for them, and not 
one did he even bring to camp. 


Ve-ir.5 :i?,ro in British Columbia an old 


trapper camped near our bear hunting 
party, 
lie shot everything he could 


find, even little ducks aud marmots. A 
goat he killed fell over a cliff, and as 
it was harder to recover it than to shoot 
another he shot another.

clog. I once knew an old French trap-i 
per who shot seventy-three moose and 
elk in 0110 winter for bear bait for the 
spring catch. I asked why he killed so 
many, lie said that he wanted a big 
stink in the spring so as to bring the 
bears around. 
AH of the animals he 


had slaughtered for a spring stink were 
shot with a revolver, for they were 
snow boi:ud and could not escape. He 
told me that he dropped five big elk in 
one pile. This frightful destruction by 
trappers has exterminated the game.— 
World's Work.

Heat, Constant Sunlight and Extreme 


Cold.—Don't put your rubbers near a hot stove or 
radiator; they will get dry and crack. Don't 
leave them for a long time in strong sunlight for 
the same reason. Don't leave them out doors in 
cold weather; it makes them brittle. 


Keep Them Clean and Free From Oil.— 


Don't let mud or dirt of any kind, and especially 
don't let oil, blood, inilkor grease stay on your 
rubbers : it makes them decay. Warm water and 
soap will keep them clean and make them last. 


As to Snagglng.Heavy duck rubber goods are 


often called "Snag-Proof"; but, of course, no rub- 
bers can be absolutely proof against pointed enags, 
broken glass, nails and sharp rocks.
